home in South Cumberland Saturday, 
afternoon, by Mrs. l^ ,F. Elosser, 
mother of the prospective bride. They 
sat side by side, with heads sunk on 
their breasts, as if asleep. 


An autopsy conducted by Cumber- 
land physicians showed that cyanide 
poisoning caused the death of the 
couple, but whether taken with-sui- 
cidal intent or administered by a 
third person, is as yet unknown. 
Nothing could be found in the room 
where the-bodies were discovered 
that gave any evidence how the dead- 
ly poison had 1>een. taken, except 
some chewing gum that was in Mr 
Twigg's mouth. 


One theory advanced by the au- 
thorities is that the poison was in 
the chewing gum, put there by 
Twigg,,and,given to Miss Elosser by 
him, and after it had executed its 
deadly work, he jemoved the gum. 
from the young woman's mouth and 
put it in his own. 


The respective families and friends 


of both parties scoft at the suicide 
theory, and believe they were mur- 
dered. 


Twigg was engaged in_.the grocery 
business at Keyser, and was also an 
extensive fruit grower.

School Law excluded from school: 


Anthrax, Bubonic Plague, Cerebro- 
spinal Meningitis (cerebro-spinal fe- 
ver, spotted fever), Asiatic Cholera, 
Typhus Fever, Yellow Fever, Relaps- 
ing Fever, Leprosy, Small Pox, Scar- 
let Fever (scarlatina, scarlet rash) 
Diphtheria (diphtheretic croup mem- 
braneous croup, putrid sore throat) 
German Measles, Measles, Mumps 
Whooping Cough, and Erysipelas. 


No child or other person shall be 


re-admitted unless a certificate setting 
forth that the conditions prescribed 
have been complied with shall be

the garden, were the various traYel- 
mg guests, the grown-up daughters, 
and the younger children with their 
governess. 
The Countess presided 


over the 
usual Euiopean dinner, 


seived by men; but the Count and the 
daughter who had worked all day in 
the fields ate only porridge and blade 
bread, and drank only kvass, the fare 
of 
the 
hay-making peasants. 
Of 


course, we arc all accustomed to the 
fact that those who perform the heav- 
iest labor eat the coarsest and sim- 
plest fare at the end of the day; but 
it is not often that we sit at the same 
table with them, while we ourselves 
eat the more elaborate food preoared 
by some one else's laboi. Tolstoy ate 
his simple supper without remark or 
comment upon the food his family 
and guests preferred to cat, assum- 
ing that they, as well as he, had o 
tled the matter with their own con- 
sciences."

for him, nor would he eat any of my

stale bread, dried dates, and water. 
After this meal we sat alone by the 
smouldering fire, the

arch of the heavens above us of that 
deep, rich blue with those gleaming, 
clear-cut stars which can only be seen 
in that dry desert air. Our camp lay 
in silence before us, and no sound 
reached our ears save the dull mur- 
mur of the voices of our companions, 
and the occasional shrill cry of a 
jackal among the sandhills around 
us. 
Face to face I sat with this 


strange man, the glow of the fire 
beating upon his^eager and imperious 
features and reflecting from his pas- 
sionate eyes. 
It was the strangest 


vigil, and one which will 'never pass 
from my recollection. I have spoken 
with many wise and famous men up- 
on my travels, but never with one 
who left the impression of this one.

intelligible to me, though, as you are 
aware, I speak Arabian like an Arab.

Art unquestionably preceded criti- 


;ism, but it is sa'fe to assume that the 
first artist was closely pursued by the 
first critic—and may even have mur- 
dered him expeditiously with a con- 
•enient boulder. 
There is no proof 


ot this crime, but in the rough begin- 
nings of civilization, it is eminently 
probable. The belief in. some quar- 
ters that critics are always throwing 
stones may perhaps be due to the im- 
mediate efforts of the second critic to 
avenge the first. And the bitter ac- 
quiescence of artists in the existence 
of critics is possibly also traceable to 
the discovery of the first artist that 
.here is always another critic. 


The critic is embodied tradition. 


Few agree with him, many scoff at 
lim, but all secretly respect and fear 
aim. His existence alone establishes 
art as a calling of equal dignity with 
the other professions; for it is an es- 
sential element in art that the result 
should appear easy, and were it not 
for the critic, none but the artist 
would realize that it is actually diffl- 
;ult. It is he alone who forces upon 
;he world in general the unwilling be- 
lief that art contains many elements 
.hat can be appreciated only by pay- 
ing it the compliment of serious and 
ntelligent study. 


The critic is both born and made. 


He must combine instinct with ex- 
perience, and experience with cultiva- 
tion. The very persons who scoff at 


m and say that art is "all a matter 


of taste" (to which wit and wisdom 
once combined the answer, 
"Yes, 


&ood taste—and bad taste") read 
criticisms as a daily habit. 
That is 


why, in an age of so many newspa- 
pers and magazines, there are so 
many persons who write criticisms— 
and so few critics.—Ralph W. Ber- 
gengren in January Lippincott's.

Pests on HonhC Plants 


As a guide to the owners of house 


plants infested with soft scale insects 
the following letter by Prof. H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, Harrisburg, 
to a Chester County correspondent 
will be interesting and valuable: 


"The scale of the begonia is known 


as the Soft Scale, which proves to be 
quite a nuisance wlien not suppress- 
ed. 
It is destroyed comparatively 


easy by making a fairly strong solu- 
tion of ivory soap in slightly warm 
rain water, and adding to this a little 
ammonia, and sponging the leaves 
and stems of the infested plants with 
a soft sponge dipped into this solu- 
tion. 
It will loosen and remove the. 


scales. This may need to be repeated 


at intervals of three or four days, but 
it is one of the best means of keeping 
thoxljests in check. 


"This treatment can be used for 


pests of various kinds on household 
plants, and it will generally give good 
results. 
There is no exact for^nula 


as to the amount of soap and am- 
monia to use. 
Sometimes when the 


leaves of house plants or the fronds 
of ferns are very badl> infested with 
scale, it is advisable to cut thorn off 
and burn them, and by the use of a 
teaspoonful of nitrate of soda in each 
gallon of water, stimulate the growth 
of the plants and the formation- of 
new leaves, which will not be so bad- 
ly infested, and consequently more-j 
vigorous and beautiful."

If I were a boy, knowing what I 


now.know of some of the wonders of 
our country, or having the means' 
that every high school boy now has 
to learn what and where .these wou- 
ders are, I would make it the main 
ambition of my young manhood to 
see some'of the grand-sights, that Na- 
ture has made for us to see, and the 
many strange people and places that 
are right here in the country where I 
was born.. 


There is . hardly a young man in 


New York State today but who might 


x see some of these wonder places and 


people, if he would—if he would con- 
sider it as a part of his education, 
and work for it as he would for his 
graduation. 


But how pitifully few of us know 


of our wonderful land, and how few 
take any interest in it outside of 


'•pointing to our marvelous growth to 


33,000,000 people, and to some of the 


• modern wonders of our cities. 
The 


time may come when Americans will 
know America, and when they do, 
they will not crowd the steamers to 
see the Tenders of an old world that 
do not or cannot compare w'th tfce 
wonders at home. 


Now let me tell you of one of many 


like wonders that I saw last month, a 
sight worthy of a long trip to see- 
one that has laid out there and wait- 
ed for you for countless centuries, 
and you never heard of it even. 


And yet you know , a lot about 


Africa, 
of Pompeii and 
the 
old 


world's wonders. 


If you'll follow the Santa Fe's main 


line to the coast on your map, you 
will find a station pretty well out to 
the Arizona line, marked McCarty's.. 
It looks like some town on the map, 
and it is as big on paper as it will 
ever be on earth. If you shold ever 
go there, don't try for advance hotel 
accommodations nor don't try to find 
the place in a hotel directory. 
Just 


get off the train and take what there 
is. And by the way, nature has hid- 
den most, of her soifthwest wonders 
in, places where you will certainly 
have to tough it some if you visit 
them, but I have yet to find a place 
worth seeing but where a white man 
could get enough to eat and a safe 
place to sleep, if he acted like a white 
man. 


McCarty's is a store, an Indian 


trading store, and it is also station 
and postofflce. 
Back of it, on' the 


edge of the cliff are a dozen or"more 
Indian stone houses. And that" is all 
there is or ever will be, of a town, for 
the land is a barren, lonesome waste 
—a country that was burned dry 
thousands of years' ago and always 
,will be dry. 


But right near this little desert 


"station ends a great river—a won- 
derful river that has no mouth—a 
river nearly sixty miles long that once 
rose in the Zuni Mountains, flowed 
its snaky way to this spot, and stop- 
ped. 
; . . . ' . • 


It's a river of lava, a river of 


stone—of black glass. 


Thousands of years ago, when this 


land was heaved up by the fires 
within, a great crater opened in the 
Zuni Mountains and a Niagara of fire 
escaped-—a river of moulten rock 
that ran for nearly, sixty miles before 
it cooled and became stone. 


And here at McCarty's was its end, 


an abrupt end. It simply stopped, 
the flow was exhausted.

this strange, wild sight—a sight, like 
all the wonders of the southwest, 
wonderful to see but so hard to. por- 
tray. 


Like a great river it winds across

melted" stone, cooling as it left its 
crater, became thick and sluggish as 
it rah on, and its middle became 
higher than its sides, because its sides 
cooled, then the middle sloped over 
and cooled down the sides, and all 
the while its bed rose higher, and the 
shell became thicker, until there fin- 
ally became a complete shell or great 
tube, inside which tne uncooled lava 
ran. • 
' 


And one day the eruption ceased, 


the everlasting cooling commenced, 
and this great river turned to stone:— 
to last as long as stone lasts. 


I followed the river for miles, on 


foot, not walking on it, but beside it. 
Why I did not walk on it I will tell 
you later. 
At places I would find 


this black river literally blown to 
fragments, as if the stone bed had 
been broken up.and run through a 
stone crusher. In the days this river 
ran and cooled—the outside cooled 
and formed a shell, gas and steam 
were imprisoned and when the pres- 
sure was too great, terrible explosions 
happened and this river was scatter- 
ed over many acres with fine frag- 
ments of almost glass, and so sharp- 
pointed that they would cut a pair.of 
.strong shoes to strips in a half hour. 


This great river, as one goes up to- 


ward its head, becomes wider and 
wider, from a quarter to a half mile 
in width, and there are low places 
where it simply spread out into a 
great lake" and only left it and con- 
tinueu its sluggish flow when the sink 
in the ground had been filled with 
the lava to the level and the stream 
was forced on again. 


In one place I found a strange 


freak where this river had actually 
run up a grade before the sluggish 
mess was forced to bend and find the 
•country's level. 


There are caves in this black mass, 


caves formed by air bubbles and large 
enough to camp'in, and these bubbles 
are the homes of several kinds of 
dangerous wild beasts, which find 
safety from the hunter there. 


For miles this river is as smooth 


and black as coal, then broken to 
fragments, and filled with great fis- 
sures. 
None but cushioned feet can 


walk on these sharp-pointed 
frag- 


ments. 
A horses hoofs would not 


last two hours for the glass-like lava 
vould wear them away.

The complaint was 
against articles published by The 
World concerning the purchase by 
the Government of the holdings of 
the old De Lesseps Panama Canal 
Company, 
from

which had secured title, for $40,000,- 
000, when it had been offered by the 
original company to our Government 
for 
$i>,000,000. 
The^ articles also 


brought out the facts that our engi- 


brought the suit. It was The World's 
intention to show 'justification of the 
articles, and now that the matter of 
jurisdiction is settled, The World will 
ask Congress to investigate the mat- 
ter of the mysterious selection and 
purchase of the Panama route. 


One thing is forever0 settled and 


that is rthat the Government can't 
transport editors of papers from any 
section of the country to.-Washington 
for trial'under an old law that existed' 
in what is now the Districfof Colum- 
bia when it was a territorial posses- 
sion of a foreign country. The free- 
dom of the press is assured, and edi- 
tors -are answerable for,, articles they 
print to'' the courts of the states in 
which they are printed. The result 
of an investigation 
anxiously awaited;

Divine Antidote For Fear 


God's message tnrough the Law 


and the Prophets, to Israel, as inter- 
preted by Jesus and his Apostles 
gives us the true antidote for fear 
It does - not deny ^sin, sickness, /sor- 
row, death; it denies no fact, but it 
does hold out a remedy for~all of 
these, an antidote, "the balm of 
Gilead." 
Moreover, it informs us 


that this antidote can be received 
only through the co-operation of our 
heads and hearts. 


It informs us that this healing is 


obtainable by only a comparatively 
few at this time, but, eventually, the 
Divine blessings, world-wide, shall 
operate toward all humanity as fully 
as have the penalties of .sin. It ap- 
plies now (in full degree) only to 
such as have the hearing ear, the eye 
of faith and the appreciative, respon- 
sive heart. 
Others may obtain a 


measure only of this consolation. The 
rreat Teacher gave us the key to this 


deliverance from fear, saying, "Ye 
hall know the Truth and the Truth 
hall make you free. ,If the Son shall 
make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed" (John viii, 32, 36). 


The first step toward having the 


'ruth make us free is to have the 
oating of ignorance and supersti- 
ion removed and this is a difficult 
matter. 
For instance, the Catholic 


superstition of Purgatory and the 
Protestant superstition of eternal tor- 
ment, for practically all mankind, 
have been so thoroughly riveted upon 
their faithful that to break their 
bonds and get free is a difficult task 
Only those who hunger and thirst af- 
ter the Lord and his righteousness 
are in any likelihood of ever being 
properly freed. 
' 


Others getting free from one erroi 


are merely steered by the Adversary 
into another as bad or worse. God 
seeketh not these at the present 
time; he will deal with them by aivl 
by under Messiah's glorious King- 
dom, 
when Satan shall be bound. 


Now, 
as the Apostle declares, "God 


seeketh such to worship him as wor- 


rnay receive a blessing 


of heart consolation in proportion as 
they can come to the knowledge ol 
Divine Truth; and each will be helped 
to the knowledge of the j.ruth in pro- 
portion to his hunger and thirst after 
righteousness—his honesty of soul. 
The dishonest-hearted are not worthy 
of being set free from fear. Liberty 
and freedom from fear for these 
would not be favorable to them nor 
to others under present conditions. 
Fear is ^associated jvith alienation 
from God. And, as the' Bible d'eiares, 
" None of the wicked shall under- 
stand" (Dan. xii, 10). 


Mystery of the Gospel Age 


To attain 
the highest blessing 


which God has to offer at the present 
time certain, difficult requirements 
must be complied with. Sin must be 
repented of heartily, and, so far as 
possible, restitution must be made, 
which means that sin must be for- 
saken to the extent of ability. 
Faith 


must then recognize the "Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
world"—that the sacrifice for sins 
was necessary, and that God himself 
provided it in the death of Jesus. 
Faith and knowledge must go furth- 
er and not only see and acknowledge 
he death of the Redeemer, but also 
hat God raised him frim the dead 
and highly exalted him to spirit be- 
ing again, to the intent that eventu- 
ally he may accomplish for all man- 
kind, the wonderful blessings fore- 
told in the Law and the Prophets 


Additionally, to such will be re- 


vealted the great "Mystery" of this 
Gospel Age, lasting from the death 
of Jesus to the manifestation of Mes- 
siah in power and great glory as 
Michael—the "God-like One" (Daniel 
xii, 1). The Mystery is that Jesus is 
the Head, Chief, Lord, over the

earthly seed which, ultimately, as the 
sands of the seashore, will include 
the saved of- all nations—all found 
worthy of everlasting life.

tions" (Rom iv, 17). 


"Princes in All the Earth" 


All who will come into this blessed 


experience,of relationship to God are 
described in our text, "Fear not! for 
I have redeemed thee; I have called 
thee by thy name, thou art mine." 
The faithful few of this.Gospel Ago. 
who have passed through the deep 
waters of tribulation and walked 
through fiery trials, have not onl> 
come off uninjured, but have been 
blessed, yea and will be abundantly 
blessed in the rewards of the coming 
Kingdom. They have naught to fear. 


Similarly, Natural Israel as a peo- 


ple was specially tavored from the 
days of Abraham down to the rejec- 
tion 
of Messiah—particularly 
the 


saintly few of that people whose sure 
reward will be their privilege of be- 
ing made Princes in all the earth by 
the great King of glory (Psalm xlv, 
16). 


Even during the Gospel Age when 


the nation ot Israel, "Jacob," has 
been obliged to pass through trying 
experiences, "waters of affliction" and 
"fiery trials," the Lord has not for- 
saken them.
